The Menlo Park Chamber of 
Commerce, for many years, has ad- 
vocated and worked for the electri- 
fication of the Southern Pacific line, 
having at different times taken up 
the matter with the Southern Pa- 
cific officials direct; or such other 
system of rapid transportation as 
seemed at the time possible and 
feasible. 

It is very essential that the en- 
tire Peninsula, through its vari- 
ous Chambers of Commerce and 
civic organizations, get back of 
this transportation proposition; the 
rapid light-weight train service 
over the San Francisco-Oakland 
bridge and to the east-bay cities 
should be given also to the Penin- 
sula. 

Concerted action is needed; let 
us all, from San Francisco to S2n 
Jose, get busy and bring our influ- 
ence to bear to obtain an equality 
of consideration with the trans-bay 
communities.
